AND FIRED 


Ward Lutes, a Somnambulist, Shoots 
Himself While He Is Fast 
Asleep Last Night. 


MOST REMARKABLE ACCIDENT 


He Now Lies at the Grady Hospital 
Hovering Between Life and 
Death. 


HE TALKS ABOUT THE SHOOTING 


The Bullet Entered His Left Breast 
Near the Heart and Will Probabty 
Prove Fatal—The Young Man Came 
from Lexington, Ky.—He Roomed 
Over the Brady-Miller Stables. 


There is lying in the Grady hospital, hov- 
ering between Hfe and death, a young man 
who is the victim of a most remarkable 
accident, if the circumstances surrounding 
the affair can be classed as an accident. 

About two months ago Ward Lutes came 
from Lexington, Ky., with a lot of blooded 
horses and made his headquarters at the 
Brady-Miller stables, on Marietta street. 
He was here before Christmas, and after 
spending the holidays with his people in 
Lexington, he returned to Atlanta with 
the horses. 

The young man, who is about thirty 
years of age, became a great favorite with 
all whom he met, and was especially popu- 
lar with the livery stable peaple. 

For several, days ast ha has. been com- 
plaining ot not feeling well, but was — 


sick. 
Lutes had a habit of walking in his sleep 


at times, and he was given to this when- . 


ever he was not well. 

Last night he retired as usual, his sleep- 
ing apartments being in a smail room over 
the Brady-Miller stables. He occupied the 
room a. one. 

HOW HE WAS FOUND. 

About 3 o’clock this morning those occu- 
pying rooms adjoining that of Lute heard 
a pistol shot, and going into his room 
found him lying face-down on the floor in 
a pool of blood. A pistol was lying at his 
feet, with one chamber empty. He was 
taken up and laid on the bed. When asked 
why he shot himself he replied it was an 
accident. As soon as possible he was con- 
veyed to the Grady hospital in the ambu- 
lance find his wound examined. It was 
found that the ball had entered the left 
breast, just above and to the left of the 
heart, inflicting a serious and probably fa- 
tal wound. The physicians expressed them- 
selves as very doubtful about his recovery. 
This morning Captain John A. Miller vis- 

ited the hospital and had a talk with 
Lutes. The young man was asked: 

“What on earth made you shoot your- 


self?’ 
HE WAS ASLEEP, 

“Captain,” he réplied, “I give you my 
word that I did not attempt suicide, It 
was purely an accident of some kind of 
which I know nothing. I was asleep, and 
the first thing I knew I was awakened by 
the report of a pistol and felt a stinging 
wound in my breast. I was standing on 
the floor of the room, and, staggering, I 
fell forward on my face. I lost conscious- 
ness for some time and that is all I know 
about it.” 

“Did you ever walk in your sleep?” he 
was asked. 

“Oh, yes. I am a somnambulist and 
have often walked in my sleep. I am es- 
pecially able to do this when I am not 
well, and you know I have been under the 
weather for several days.“ 

Lutes seems to be suffering but ‘little and 
was resting quietly when last heard from. 
He asked that his people in Lexington be 


notified. He belongs to one of the dest 


families in Kentucky and is well known in 
the central portion of that state,

HIS WIFE WAS WAITING FOR HIM 


While He Was Lying Dead with the 
Rain Beating on His Cold, 


White Face. 


HE LIVED ONLY A FEW MINUTES 


Asked Them To Turn Him Over and 
Then Closed His Eyes and Breathed 
His Last—He Was Well-Known in 
the City—The Coroner Holds an In- 
quest. 


This morning about 7 o’clock Samuel M. 
Ashley left his butcher shop, at No. 69 
Marietta street, to go to his home, 363 
North avenue, but he never reached there 
alive. 

His route from the store to his residence 
lay over the railroad tracks at the North 
avenue crossing. He started over the 
tracks, and seeing a Western and Atlantic 
freight train approaching, hurried to cross 
ahead of it. He jumped quickly across the 
Western and Atlantic track about forty 
feet in front of the freight engine and 
thought he was safe. 

The freight train was coming into the 
city. From between séveral side-tracked 
boxcars a Southern switch engine was go- 
ing west. Having his attention directed to 
the ineoming freight train, Ashley did not 
Ferres the switch engine. He stepped 
immediately in front of it before the en- 
gineer could give a warning. 

He was struck and knocked down. Fall- 
ing across and partly lengthwise with the 
rails, the wheels of the heavy locomotive 
passed over him, crushing the lower part 


of his body and manglirié his legs. 


The engine, passed entirely over him be- 
fore it could . be stopped. The engineer, 
the fireman and several who witnessed the 
accident hastened to the side of the unfor- 
tunate man. He was still alive. 

Turn me over,“ were the first words he 
said. And as they cbeyed his request, he 
groaned, “Oh, Lordy.“ In a few moments 
he asked to be turned over again, and this 
was done as gently as possible. In twenty 
minutes after the accident he was dead. 

WAITED FOR HIM IN VAIN. 

Lying out there with the rain beating 
upon his dead, white face, with a crowd 
of pitying spectators gathered about him, 
he presented a sad spectacle. 

At home his wife and two little children 
were wondering why he did not come. The 
breakfast was ready and aiting, which 
loving hands had prepared for him. The 
hour was growing late, and still he did 
not come. 

Soon the sad news was carried to the 
once happy home, which he would never 
enter again alive. 

Ashley was about thirty-six years of 
age. He was reared in this county and 
married Miss Georgia Martin fourteen 
years ago The union was blessed with 
two bright little children. For the past 
seven or eight years he has conducted a 
meat market. 

Messrs. J. S. Harris, W. C. Beck, X A. 
Martin and J. S. Martin were his brothers- 
in-law. He was well known throughout 
the county and city and had many friends 
who will be shocked to hear of his: un- 
timely death: He was a member of the 
Mchawk Tribe of Red Men.

Bean has been drinking considerably of 
late, and it is said that he has been on 
quite a protracted spree. 

Last night he entered the Big Bonanza 
saloon on Decatur street, and asked for 
some water. This was just before the clos- 
ing hour, 10 o’clock. It was thought at 


that time he swallowed a large dose of 
laudanum, as a vial lateled laudanum“ 


was afterwards found in his pocket and K 


was empty.

Heke He téely heavily into a 
chalt and appeared to be in a drunken 
sleep. An effort to arouse him failed and 


the officers became suspicious that he had 


taken some kind of drug. 

Bean was taken to the Grady hospital in 
the ambulance and was treated for a case 
of. poisoning. .Tihe physicians say they 
could not discover any symptoms which 


indicated a severe poigoning, although he 


may have taken the laudanum. 

This morning Bean was all right again, 
and will be taken to his home this after- 
mon. He greatly regrets the occurrence 
and states emphatically that he did not at- 
tempt to commit suicide. When drinking 
he someimes takes laudanum for nervous- 
ness. It was said that he has before at- 
tempted to take his own life, but this he 
also denies. 

Bean is connected with the J. F. Lester 
printing house, of which he is the manag- 
er. When not drinking he is an industrious 
and good business man, and has many 
friends in business circles. 

Whether he was fll from the effects of al- 
cohol or poison, he had a narrow escape 
from death, and at one time was consid- 
ered too ill to recover.

LETTERS TO HIS PEOPLE FOUND 


He Told Them of His Troubles and 
Despondency—The Pathetic Letters 
Read to Coroner’s Jury This Morn- 
ing—W iley’s Body To Be Interred 
in Atlanta. 


The suicide of Andrew Wylie, in Tye's 
meat market, told of in an extra edition 
of the Eveniig: Constitution yesterday, was 
a clear case of despondenty. He was out 
of work and saw no prospect of securing 
employment. He talked to a representa- 


tive of The Constitution an hour before he 


took the poison, but did not intimate any 


intention of taking his life. 


He said he could not get work and did 
not know what to do. He had ‘recently 
been to Chattanooga, but could get no 
work there. He had tried. to get work on 
a farm but was unable to do 80. The case 
is a sad one. Wylie was r known 
here.

Weieck this morn- 
ing. 

Several letters from him to different rel- 
atives, together with the vestimony of 
those present at the time of the suicide, 
were given in as evidence this morning 

Among the evidence were some very m- 


teresting as well as pathetic letters which 


he had written to his near relatives, some 
living in Montana, and some in Ireland. 
In a letter to his aunt in Missoula, Mont., 
Mrs. Agnes Mix, he told in most pathetic 
terms the story of the wild life he had 
been living, of the misfortune which had 
so heavily fallen upon him, and begged her 
to let him come to her, saying that he 
would behave himself and do any kind of 
work she would desire of him. 

He requested her to get him a position 
ma market or with some dairyman if 
she was unable to assist him. 

LETTER TO HIS SISTER. 

The most touching part of the tragedy 
was the letter written to his sister, Miss 
M. J. Wiley, in Monaghan, Ireland, in 


‘which he repeated to a great degree the 


story to his sister, and added the other 
misfortunes which cruel fate had thrust 
upon him. | 

He wrote his sister that he had lost 
his job, was entirely out of money and 
would have to kill himself or beg for a 
living. 

Between every line could be read the 
thought of suicide, which racked his brain. 
This letter clearly showed that he had 
been contemplating suicide for quite a 
while before the deed was committed, and 
was endeavoring to seek admission into 
the homes of some of his kinsmen. 

In this letter he stated that he preferred 
death rather than the life he was leading. 

All of this was brought into evidence, 
with the testimony of the doctor who sold 
him the strychnine. Wiley asked the doc- 
tor if ten grains would be enough to kili a 


dog. 
‘ VERDICT OF THE JURY: 


The following verdict was reached: 

“We the jury, sworn and tmpaneled to 
inquire into the cause of the death of An- 
drew W. Wiley, now I dead before us, 
find that he came to death by a dose 
of strychnine, ten grains, taken with sui- 
cidal intent.” 

Wiley's aunt has been telegraphed, tell- 
ing her of the suicide, and the burial will 
be postponed until she is heard from. 

The body of Wiley is now at the under-

Chicago, March 12—Physicians gt St.

daughter. The police believe that 
shooting was done by a young man, a 
friend of Josephine Bragg, and they expect 
to arrest him today. His name is known, 
but the police decline to say 2 a bout 
him at present. 

Josephine, “the sixteen-year-old adopted 
daughter of the wounded woman, is still 
under arrest. As the result of the critical 
examination to’ which she has been sub- 
jected, she has told a story so conflicting in 
detail that the police have adopted the the- 
ory that she is either the guilty party or 
an accessory to the crime. 

Mrs. Bragg in her interview with her at- 
torney this morning, practically declared 
that it was the girl who shot her. 

“I was asleep when the shot was fired,” 
said Mrs. Bragg. “I immediately jumped 
up and rushed to the door. Both the front 
and back doors were fastened. The revolv- 
er which the police found in my closet I 
know nothing about. In fact there never 
was a weapon in the house. 

“I know that Josephine is under arrest, 
but I shall not prosecute her. It will do 
me no good. But I will do this, however; 
you have my will leaving all my property 
save $1,500 to the girl. I am weak now, too 
weak to go further, but come to see me to- 
morrow. I wish to cut her off without a 
cent.

The indications are that when recon- 
structed the republicans will be as poweless 
to control the committee as they were 
during the preceding session. Its para- 
mount importance is well understood by 
the opposition, and they may be relied 
upon to exercise their power to maintain 
domination of the committee in which all 
fiscal and revenue measures must be pre- 


pared for the consideration of the senate. 


In- the reconstruction the coinage ques- 
tion will de the foundation upon which the 
‘committee will rest. The tariff question 
wiil ‘be secondary. There is no disposition 
to obstruct the republicans in their efforts 
to formulate a tar bill, beyond a purpose 
to insist that a measure shall be formulat- 
ed on conservative lines.

PAID TAXES? 


Under the. New Law Professional Men 
Must Pay Their Licerse Taxes 
in Advance Every Time. 


WORK FOR THE TAX COLLECTORS 


It Is Against the Law To Practice 
Without Having Paid the Fees 
Due the State. 


DOCTORS, LAWYERS AND DENTISTS 


All Who Are Required To Pay a Li- 
cense on Their Professions Must Pay 
It at the Beginning of Each and 
Rvery Year Before Colleeting Any 
Charges for Their Services. 


How many lawyers, doctors and dentists 
have not complied with the license tax law 
in Georgia? 

To come nearer home, how many of them 
have failed to come to the scratch in At- 
lanta? 

There was a very important change 
made in the law as to professional taxes 
last year. 

The legislature of 1896 did a great Many 
odd things and the public was so dazzled 
by the dizzy doings of that redoubtable 
body that some of its most important acts 
have been lost sight of in the rush of bus- 
iness. 

e to the new law, lawyers, doc- 
tors, dentists and other professional men 
from whom special taxes are required, 
must pay the fees and take out licenses in 
advance for the year to follow. 

They are placed on a par with liquor 
dealers, billiard saloon men and other call- 
ings of that sort, and unless they pay the 
especial tax at the beginning of the year 
they violate the law by collecting fees for 
their professional services during the year 
that follows. 

The law seems to have been directed es- 
pecially against the impecunious fellows 
who earn a precarious living by their wits 
backed up by the semblance of a profes- 


sion. 
THE LAW IN POINT. 


But it operates alike upon the just and 
the unjust. Here is the statute referred to: 

“Sec. U Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of the same, 
that from and after the passage of this 
act it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons in this state to practice the profes- 
sion of law, edicine, dentistry or any 
other professions upon which a special tax 
is levied by the state, and charge tor the 
same without paying said special tax. nee 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid that if at any time after 
the passage of this act, it shall be found 
that a nulla bona has, by the proper au- 
thority, been entered upon an execution is- 
sued by a tax,collector in any county of 
this state against any person or persons 
for said special tax, and that such person 
or persons have thereafter engaged in the 
practice of any or all of said professions 
and charged for the same, such person or 
persons shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be 
punishable as prescribed in section 1lvsy vt 
the third volume of the code of 1895.“ 

LAW NOT ENFORCED. 

The law is very plain on the question and 
yet there seems to have been no effort on 
the part of any of the tax collectors of the 
state to enforce the law. 

It is possible that the legislature did not 
intend such a strict and rigid requirement 
of the act as. would be necessary to comply 
with the law, but in the margin of the 
printed acts is a note referring to the sec- 
tion as one requiring license taxes to be 
paid in advance and that is the plain con- 
struction of the law. 

When the tax collectors are reminded of 
their duties in the premises there will 
doubtless be a great stir up among the pro- 
fessional men who will be compelled to 
scurry around and get up the necessary 
cash to pay their license feés. 

Those who are unable to do so will be left 
in the lurch. 

Attention was directed to the new law 
yesterday in answering a communication 
from Cedartown directed to the comptroller 
general. The tax collector of Polk county 
reported a case where a person had ad- 
vertised money to loan, and when asked 
for the regular $10 fee, he replied that he 
had not succeeded in negotiating any loans 
as yet, and was, therefore, not liable for 
the tax until after he had begun to oper- 
ate in his line of business, 

‘Comptroller Wright wrote to the tax 
collector that the person advertising such 
& business was liable for the tax before he 
began the business, and that the tax was 
collectible in advance. 

According to the new law in regard to 
professional license taxes the lawyers, doc- 
tors, dentists and other professional men 
whose professions are subject to special 


tax. are included in the same category.

Reynolds and Brooks, Confessed Mur- 
derers, Brought Here for 
Safe Keeping. 


MOB VIOLENCE WAS FEARED 


Their Crime One of the Most Heinous 
Ever Committed in the State 
ef Georgia. 


THEY BOTH MAKE CONFESSIONS 


embed Says He Will Lose His Life, 
but Is Going To Try and Save His 
Sould—Brooks Has Hopes—His.

Heavily manacled and guarded by three 
brave men Grady Reynolds and Bud Brooks 
were lodged in Fulton county jail yester- 
day afternoon for safe keeping. 

Judge N. L. Hutchins suspected mob 
violence and took this precaution to 
avoid any trouble. The erime for which 
Reynolds and Brooks are held is one of the 
most heinous ever committed in Georgia. 


deliberation carefully concocted a scheme 
to Ture to a secluded spot, M. C. Hunt, a 
prosperous merchant of Belton, Ga., and 
there to murder him in cold blood for the 
money he was supposed to have on his 
person. 

Reynolds tells a graphic story of the 
crime, He states that he made up the plot 
to kill Hunt and tells how he used decoys 
and made false representations to get him 
into the woods. He describes how tne blow 
was struck from behind with a heavy 
rock and how after Hunt had fallen to the 


ground he took the gun out of his hand 


and finished him. 

He then went to the top of the hill 
where Brooks was at work and told him 
that the crime had béen committed. Brocks 


was cutting wood and brought his ax 


along with him. 

Together they rified the pockets of the 
murdered man, and then with the ax split 
tis head open, and after tying heavy 
rocks to the body, threw it in the creek. 

The money they took off the dead man 
they divided. Reynolds buried his near the 
scene of the crime. Brooks took his off 
with him to South C&rolina. 

Reynolds went back to Belton and took 
charge of the store that belonged to the 
man he had murdered. People in the town 
and county began to make inquiries. 
They wanted to know where Hunt was. 


| Suspicion, pointed to Reynolds, and he was 


arrested. A few days after tie’ Was placed 
in jail he made a complete confession im- 
plicating “Brooks. The ‘officers went to 
South Carolina after Brooks, who gave 
up and returned with them. 

Nearly all of the money taken off the 
body of Hunt, amounting to over $1.000, 
was found. The, murderers were unable to 
spend any of, it, before their arrest. 

REYNOLDS TALKS TODAY. 

Reynolds was seen in the jail this morn- 
ing by a representative of The Evening 
Constitution. He repeated the story of the 
killing, giving every detail. 

“I don’t know why I did it. I suppose 
it was the fault of the devil. I had been in 
a bad mood all the time and was feeling 
desperate. Whiie I didn’t need the money 
I just wanted it. Then I had a slight 
grudge against Hunt and sometimes I felt 
as if I ought to kill him. 

“Me and my wife had a falling out and 
separated. This broke me all up. I have 
never been the same man after that. I 
made my first whisky after she left me and 
was put in jail for the first time. 

“I just got so I didn’t give a cent for 
anybody. I suppose that I will be hanged, 
but I intend to lead a Christian life until 
the end comes. I have committed a great 
crime and I suppose I must pay for it.” 

At the trial Reynolds will plead guilty 
to the murder and win ask for the mercy 
of the court. He will try and exonerate 
Brooks, saying that he did all of the work 
and that all Brooks did was to accept 
some of the money he had taken off the 
dead man. 

BROOKS HAS HOPE. 
Brooks has hope. Reynolds has none. Al- 


though both are countrymen of the rude 


sort, they still show their friendship for 
each other. Reynolds will try and keep 
his partner in crime off the gallows when 
he knows that he is sure to go. Any other 
man would help send him there, for 1 
likes company. 

Reynolds said this morning that the ain 
thing that troubled him was on account of 
his three young children. “‘I hate. What I 
have done on their accoufit more than 
anything else. People will throw up. to 
them that their father was a murderef and 
it makes me feel bad. 

“I suppose some good people will take 
care of them. It is not their fault that I 
am here,” and a tear came into the eye of 
the man who murdered his fellowman in 
cold blood without a tremble. 

The case will come up in August in Jack- 


son superior court and the men will be 
taken back to the scene of their crime. 


Neither think there will be any mob vio- 
lence. 

Reynolds will begin his devout work as 
soon as possible, as he says he wants to 
prepare his soul to meet ite Maker.

ALL THE GUTTERS OVERFLOW 


And the Streets Are Running Brook- 
lete—Rainfall Is the Heaviest 
im Months. 


RAILROADS SUFFER GREAT DAMAGE 


Trains Are Delayed and Through Car 
Schedules Interfered With—Romans 
Fear a Flood—The Worst Thought 
To Be Over—No Fatalities Are Yet 
Reported, 


A terrific rainstorm swept over Atlanta 
last night. The downpour began shortly 
before 10 o’clock and continued almost un- 
ceasingly until 9 o’clock this morning. Dur- 
ing the time it is estimated that the rain- 


fall must have been fully two inches. 


Until the past few weeks it has often 


| been remarked what a dry winter the past 
These two men got together, and with | 


few months have been. That thought is 
now dispelled and the people are talking 
of the heavy rainfall of recent days. 

When the first rays of light began to 
dawn this morning and the early risers 
pulled themselves out of bed and _ peered 
on the outside they were greeted with 
raging and surging waters everywhere. 
The streets were flooded, water was run- 
ning in little brooklets down the gutters, 
which were too small to hold the enormity 
of the amount and it had overfiown 
into the streets, rendering them almost im- 
passable. The street car tracks were sub- 
merged in many places and the early 
trains which entered the city had to plow 
their way through mud and water to the 
depth of several inches. 

, RAIN WAS GENERAL. 

Reports. from over the state and the 
south show that the rain was a general 
one, but there is but little if any damage 
reported from any particular point. 

At Rome the people are beginning to 
wonder if some of the floods of bygone 
years are to be repeated. It is well known 
to those who are familiar with the topo- 
grapay of the town that it is situated be- 
tween the Etowah and Oostanaula rivers 
where they meet and form the Coosa. A 
rainfall above the aVerage will soon cause 
a flood by increasing the torrent in both 
rivers. The Oostanaula begins to flow 
swiftly and the waters of the Etowah are 


not given an outlet, consequently they 


back up and submerge the city. This has 
often occurred in the springtime, and the 
people are beginning to fear that it will 
be repeated if the rain which has been 
falling so heavily during the last twenty- 
four hours is not soon over. 

RAILROADS SUFFER. 

An inquiry at the railroad offices shows 
that most of the trains entering Atlanta 
are on time, though à few of them are late, 
caused by the heavy rainfall and the 
washing out of a few culverts and bridges. 

Reports from Mississippi show that much 
damage has been done in that state from 
the heavy rains and the operation of trains 
has been carried on with much difficulcy. 

The through car arrangements have 
been much interferred with from the north 
and northwest recently by the heavy 
floods in that section of the country. 

The rainfall around Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville and other points in that section has 
set the Ohio river to booming and much 
damage and delay to the railroads has re- 
sulted therefrom. 

The southern states have suffered several 
times from excessive rainfall, the last time 
being in 1890, when it rained almost con- 
tinuously for six or seven months and the 
railroads were so greatly damuged that 
trains were delayed for days at a time, 
and in many instances annulled entirely. 

It is believed, however, that the present 
downpour is near an end and that the 
damage will not be so very great.

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SALISBURY’S DECLARATION. 
The declaration of Lord Salisbury re- 
ferring to the Cretan situation, that the 
English government has the interests of 
its people to look after, and has no con- 
cern with “sympathy or religion,” will 
sound cold-hearted to many. 

And yet Lord Salisbury spoke but the 
truth, in the light of history, not only of 
England, but of other nations. There was 
a period in which wars were but the en- 
largement of the private grudges of chiefs. 
These were succeeded by wars, such as in 
the middle Christian ages and during the 
days of Mohammedan growth, when the 
cross and the crescent testified that the 
faith of men was the stake at issue. 

But modern warfare is waged for a dif- 
ferent purpose. Government is but the 
culmination of the business interests of a 
people, in which the agriculturists, who 
are most Hkely to be moved by sympathy 
or religion, are relegated to the rear. 
When Holland desired the trade of Japan 
she did not hesitate to instigate the sup- 
pression of the Christianity which had been 
introduced by a trade rival. When Eng- 
land appropriated India, though her mis- 
sionaries carried Bibles there, her officers 
forced, the natives to grow poppies and to 
make opium. When England opentd the 


ports of China, it was not to introduce 


religion. which merely came in as a side 
‘issue, but to widen the market for the 
opium which her Indian slaves had made. 

Thus it has been to the present day. Sus- 
taining Mohammedan ascendency and 
crushing out the Christian instinct of the 
people of southern Europe, Protestant 
England, Catholic France and Greek Rus- 
sia, are equally responsible. Nor can it be 
said, in the light of recent years, that the 
United States has escaped the charge of 
being a government to take care of the 
same interests“ which give Lord Salis- 
bury so much concern. 3

can tell.

The book is the Bible and it is passed 
to each witness in turn, who presses it to 
his lips and passes it back. 

The witness is then ee: to take the 
stand. 

He goes up cautiously, and stumbling, 

nearly falls before the witness chair is 
reached and the rigid examination is be- 
gun. . .

after week when the criminal docket is be- 
ing tried. : , 

A majority of dens cases on the criminal 
docket are nothing more than for making 
whisky without license, . and re- 
moving the same. 

The mountalneers do not see any harm 
in it and they think that it is persecution 
to be arrested for distilling spirits. 

The recent increase in the tax from 90 
cents to $1.20 per gallon has added to the 
number of illicit distilleries in the moun- 
tains of this section. 

Whisky 8 as much a necessity to those 
plain mountain people as coffee is to the 
people of the city. They begin to use it in 
childhood and they do not feel like they 
have passed a day without taking two 
or three drinks of corn juice,“ bug juice” 
or spirits.“ as they are wont to express it. 

Witnesses in cases in the United States 
court are paid $1.50 per day. for their at- 
tendance .while here, and are allowed 8 
cents per mile traveled. 

After a witness has testified in a case 
he takes his subpoena to the distriet attor- 
ney, who signs it, and then it is taken to 
the clerk of the court, who makes out the 
amount due, and then to the marshal, who 

pays it. 

It is in the olerk · 8 office that some amus- 
ing incidents transpire while the many 
witnesses are waiting to have their dis- 
charge executed. The law requires them 
to swear to the statements which they 
make and then sign the statement. Hardly 
ten per cent of those who are summoned 
as witnesses can sign’ their name, conse- 
quently it has to be signed by the clerk 
and the witness touches the pen while the 
mark is. made.

There has been a mutiny in the Cuareim 
garrison, though the result of it is not yet 
known in Montevideo. 

It is announced by the government au- 


thorities that a battle with the revolu- 


tionists is imminent, and preparations are 
being made to that end. One official train 
has been detained by the rebels, and con- 
siderable fear has arisen throughout Uru- 
guay. As a result, there is an exodus, and 
many families are leaving there. 

Advices from Rio Janeiro state that the 
government has started 10,000 men to Bahia 
and will send three war vessels, four quick- 
firing batteries and several] other companies 
of volunteer troops to Bahia against the 
fanatics. 

It is now proved that aid in the form 
of money and arn@ has been extended to 
the fanatics by the monarchists in Brazil. 
Another apostle has arisen in ‘he state 
of Parana with 500 men, and they say 
they are willing to die for monarchy. 

Ruy Barbosa has sailed from Rio Janeiro 
for Europe to arrange for a settlement of 
the Guiana boundary question.

JUDGE CALLOWAY’S DECREE IN THE 
RAILROAD RECEIVERSHIP. 


He Reviews the Facts and Orders 
That the Prayers of the Inven- 
tory Be Granted—Many Now 
Await the Decision. 


Augusta, Ga., March 12. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

Judge Calloway rendered an important 
railroad decision this evening. 

It will be remembered ‘that last month ar- 
gument was made before Judge Calloway, 
seeking to hold Colonel J. H. Averill as re- 
ceiver of the Charleston and Western Car- 
olina railroad. responsible as tha officer of 
the court until the bilf of the Augusta and 
Summerville railroad was paid for transfer- 
ring freights through the streets of Au- 
gusta, 

The Charleston and Western Carolina 
railroad passes through Augusta, and is 


in both Carolina and Georgia. 

First by Jvdge Simonton, of the United 
States court, then by Judge Aldrich, of the 
South Carolina court, and then by Judge 
Calloway, of Richmond superior court, 
Colonel J. H. Averill was appointed re- 
ceiver. Subsequently the road came into 
possession of Thomas and Ryan, and Judge 
Simonton and Judge Aldrich dismissed the 
receiver and ordered him to turn over the 
property. This was done by the receiver, 
but he has never been discharged by Judge 
Calloway as receiver for that portion of the 
line in Georgia, and the Augusta and Sum- 
merville demands that he shall not be dis 
charged until he pays for the service ren- 
dered the road by the transfer company 
during the receivership. Today Judge Cal- 
loway rendered his decision in the case. 

He reviews all the facts and then decrees 
as follows: 

‘1. That the prayers of the intervenor be 
granted. 

„2. That the amount of the debt of the in- 
tervenor being admitted by the receiver and 
not controverted by the railroad company 
is, in the opinion of the court, without any 
necessity for a refererce, legal and valid

Concerning Volces. 


No one presumes to deny the fact that, 
as a rule, American women have thin, high 
voices with a. decidedly nasal twang-@ 
most regrettable nasal twang. Of course 
there are the cultured few who have had 
the advantage of European travel and 
study, but it is the great majority of our 
women who have not the rich, soft voice 
that charms and soothes the senses long 
after the beauties of. face and figyre have 
lost their freshness. : 

In a casual conversation recently Mra 
Hugh Angier suggested this to the busy 
newspaper woman, who had never found 
time to think much of it before. Mrs. 
Angier, as everybody knows doubtless, is 
a talented musician. She is a musician in 
more than the ordinary, every day meap- 


„ing of the term. She is an artist whose 
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long sojourn in mellow, musical Italy, 
where she studied under the most noted 
music masters, and whose subsequent 
travels have broadened and beautified her 
mind. She is fully alive to all of the 
beautiful and noble possibilities of the art 
of song and her enthusiasm is easily com- 
municated through her magnetic personal 
qualities. 

But in multiplying words about the in- 
teresting woman herself there is danger of 
forgetting the interesting words of the 
woman. 

Mrs. Angier says that those women who 
have had thé benefit of travel abroad have 
learned by actual observation the tonal 
deficiencies of the American's voice as 
compared to that of the average English 
woman. The low, round throaty tones of 
the latter are largely inherent and are 
not fmpaired by climatic influences. But 
in spite of a lack of early training and of 
favorable climate American women—who 
boast that they can do anything—can at- 
tain that best charm, a low, full -voice. 
One of our principal defects is in the pitch. 
We speak as if we were shouting across 
the street; the result is a high pitched, 
nasal voice that rasps upon the nerves. 
This is a nervous age and a nervous people 
and we want soothing sounds. A sweet 
voice is attractive because it soothes and 
dees not jar upon us. 

Mrs. Angier says that when she first 
ame south a fellow musician told her 
there were no reelly beautiful voices in 
the south. 
the adds. 


ever the mocking bird and nightingale ts 
found there axe sure to be beautiful hu- 
man voices. There is something beautiful- 
ly appropriate in this, Of course it is the 
softness in the air. some rich resonance of 
mature, that makes the beautiful tones 
possible.“ 

People so often regard vocal culture as 
au merely superficial accomplishment and 
are disappointed when their daughters are 
unable: to sing after a term of vocal les- 
sons. Artists like Mrs. Angier under- 
stand that a whole lifetime may be given 
to the development of this divinest art 
of song, and yet its possibilities: will be 
by no means exhausted. It is possible to 
turn one’s body, one’s vocal organs into 
a veritable harp: to be like the angel 
Israfel, whose heartstrings are a lute.“ 
But before this comes the development 
of the physical, mental and spiritual be- 
ing. The physical alone takes much time, - 
and it is necessary for a pupil to be pa- 
tient and to work hard

HEARS ARGUMENT 


The Herrington Cotton Failure Up 
for Discussion. 


THE EXCEPTIONS ARE FILED 


Judge Harris Came Up from Newnan 
This Morning and the Hearing Is 
Being Conducted in the Office of 
King & Spalding—Case Is One of 
Great Importance and to 
Cotton Brokers and Railroads. 


Interest 


The famous litigation arising from the 
failure of Herrington & Bros., of Newnan, 
came up at a special hearing this afternoon 
at 1:30 o’clock in the office of King & 


Spalding. 

Exceptions to the report of Special Mas- 
ter James A. Anderson have been filed by 
Attorneys Hillyer, Alexander & Lamb- 
din, and these exceptions are now being 
heard by Judge Samps W. Harris, of the 
Coweta circuit. 

Herrington & Bros. was one of the largest 
cotton brokerage firm in the state, and it 
will be remembered this firm failed in 
Newnan several years ago. There were a 
number of charges of fraud brought by 
the creditors of the firm and it was charg- 
ed that several thousand bales of cotton 
mysteriously disappeared which was held 
as security by a number of banks with 
which Herrington & Bros. were doing bus- 
iness. 

The litigation has been very tedious and 
a number of hearings have been given. 
The matter was finally referred to Judge 
James A. Anderson, as special master, and 
when he handed down his report he de- 
cided that the Newman Compress Company 
was liable for the loss of the cotton, which 
amounted to about $25,000. 

Hillyer, Alexander & Lambdin filed ex- 
ceptions to this report, setting up the con- 
tentions that the Newnan Compress Com- 
pany, which was a corporation, was being 
conducted and operated by Herrington & 
Bros., and was operated as an individual 
concern, and that the corporation was 
therefore not liable for the acts of Herring- 
ton & Bros. 

It was also claimed by these attorneys 
that a settlement Had been made by the 
banks, which fact would release the com- 
press from any liability. It is these ex- 
ceptions that are now being argued be- 
fore Judge Harris. Judge Harris reached 
the city this morning from Newnan, and 
the hearing will probably occupy the entire 
afternoon. It is likely that he will reserve 
his decision, as the case is exceedingly 
complicated and has quite a number of 
separate features. 

The plaintiffs in the litigation are repre- 
sented by Attorneys King and Spalding. 
Judge R. A. 8. Freeman, of Newnan, and 
Mr. Burton Smith represent the judgment 
creditors, while Hillyer, Alexander & 
Lambdin represent the Newnan Compress 
Company. 

The case has attracted attention from all 
parts of the state, and when the failure oc- 
curred it caused much excitement and 
alarm in cotton circles. The decision of

“I am not guilty; I’m dying an innocent 
man; John Waynes and Frank Albertson 
are guilty.” 

These cries he interspersed with “Jesus, 
have mercy on me; oh, Lord God, save 
It was a pitiful scene. 

Frank Albertson, who was accused by 
Mayhew in his dying breath of being im- 
plicated with Waynes in the murder of 
Powell, has never before been mentioned 
in connection with the crime. 

There is not such a man now even known 
by anybody interested in the case. The 
testimony during the trial- showed that 
only two men were concerned in the crime. 

Several lawyers here today, taking 
into consideration the man’s protestation 
of innocence and Waynes’s confession that 
Mayhew was not implicated in the 
Powell murder, expressed fear that 
perhaps Mayhew may have been mistaken 
for Albertson and that the unfortunate 
negro was innocent of the crime for which 
he’ died.

There is lying in the Grady hospital, hov- 
ering between Hfe and death, a young man 
who is the victim of a most remarkable 
aczident, if the circumstances surrounding 
the affair can be classed as an accident. 

About two months ago Ward Lutes came 
from Lexington, Ky., with a lot of blooded 
horses and made his headquarters at the 
Brady-Miller stables, on Marietta street. 
He was here before Christmas, and after 
pending the holidays with his people in 
Lexington, he returned to Atlanta with 
the horses. | 

The young man, who is about thirty 
yeats of age, became a great favorite with 
all whom he met, and was especially popu- 
lar with the livery stable people.

Lutes had a habit ot unde te his 1 565 
at times, and he was 9 to this when- 
ever he was not well. 

Last night he retired as usual, his sleep- 
ing apartments being in a small room over 
the Brady-Miller stables. He occupied the 
room a. one. 

HOW HH WAS FOUND. 

About 8 clock this morning those occu- 
pying rooms adjoining that of Lute heard 
a pistol shot, and going into his room 
found him lying face-down on the floor in 
a pool of blood. A pistol-was lying at his 
feet, with one chamber empty. He was 
taken up and laid on the bed. When asked 
why he shot himself he replied it was an 
accident. As soon as possible he was con- 
veyed to the Grady hospital in the ambu- 
lance and his wound examined, It was 
found that the ball had enteréd the left 
breast, just above and to the left of the 
fieart, inflicting a serious and probably fa- 
tal wound. The physicians expressed them- 
gelves as very doubtful about his recovery. 
This morning Captain John A. Miller vis- 
ited the hospital and had a talk with 
Lutes. The young man was asked: 
What on earth made you shoot your- 
self?’ 

HE WAS ASLEEP. ° 

“Captain,” he replied, “I give you my 
word that I did not attempt suicide. It 
was purely an accident of some kind of 
_ which I know nothing. I was asleep, and 
the first thing I knew I was awakened by 
thé report of a pistol and felt a stinging 
Wound in my breast. I was standing on 
the floor of the room, and, staggering, I 
fell forward on my face. I lost conscious- 
ness for some time and that is all I know 
about it.” 

“Did you ever walk in your sleep?” he 
Was asked. 

“Oh, yes. I am a somnambulist and 
‘have often walked In my sleep. I am es- 


pecially liable to do this when I am not 
‘well, and you know I have been under the 


weather for several days.“ 

Lutes seems to he suffering but little and 
was resting quietly when last heard from:

Canea, March 12.—It cannot be denied 
that the actions of Sir Alfred Biliotti, the 
British consul here during the present dis- 
‘turbatices, has created a deep feeling of 
animosity against. him among the Chris- 
tians everywhere in the island and it is 
beMeved that whatever may be the outcome 
of the struggle his usefulnéss as a British 
representative has come to an end. 

His courageous efforts toward the rescue 
of the endangered Moslems at Nundamos 
and elsewhere in the Selino district, while 
edmired by even his opponents, will have 
no effect upon the attempts that will cer- 
tainly be made to obtain his removal from 
his position. Bir Alfred returned to Canea 
from Selino today, bringing with him the 
remainder of the Moslems whe were not 
brought here by the Italan transport, 
. Qrinacria. The entire Selino district is now 

«clear of Moslems, a total of 2,500 natives 
and 600 soldiers having been brought here. 
The refugees are very desirous of leaving 
the island, and have urgently requested that 
megns be furnished to enable them to reach 
Smyrna. 

r Alfred Bot is m favor of this and 
has advised that vessels de furnished to 
carry the refugees to the desired port. Bir 
Alfred speaks highly of the conduct of the 
leading insurgents, who, he declares, acted 
Most honorably and several times actually 
 fisked their lives to compel their follow- 
ers to observe the pledges they had given. 

It has been learned that reports to the ef- 
fect that the insurgents at Kandamos were 
keeping up a continuous fire upon the town, 
were incorrect. 

There was merely a desoltory fire, which

CHRISTIANS NOT ATTACKED. 

The Moslems who left the place were, it 
appears, allowed to depart on the promise 
of Sir Alfred Biliotti that they would not 
be allowed to attack the Christians in oth- 
en places, and it is perhaps due to this 
promise that Sir Alfred so heartily concurs 
in the desire expressed by the refugees to 
leave the island. If they are compelled to 
refrain here it is believed that Gir Alfred 
will find it a difficult task to restrain them 
from again taking up arms against the 
Christians. The Moslem civilians were de- 
frived of their weapons after reaching Se- 
lino, but the Turkish soldiers were allowed 
to retain their arms. 

Reports that reach here from different 
parts of the island tend to show them state- 
ments that the Christians will not accept 
autonomy is incorrect, At any rate the 

insurgent leaders, having learned that it is 
the intention of the powers to grant them 
an autonomous government, deciard that 
they will prove to the world that they know 
how to behave like civilized people.

Washington, March 12—The reconstruc- 
tion ef the finance committee will be the 
most important act in the reorganization of 
the senate. All the great questions upon 
which the issues of the late presidential 
campaign were fought, and which involve 
party as well as governmental policies, will 
be considered primarily and formulated for 
the action of the senate by the committee 
on finance. In the last congress this im- 

portant committee, although nominally un- 
der the domination of the republicans, was 
in reality controlled by the silver men, who 
subordinated every question of revenue to 
that of free coinage. | 

The indications are, that when recon- 
structed the republicans will be as poweless 
to control the committee as they were 
during the preceding session. Its para- 
mount importance is well understood by 
the opposition, and they may be relied 
upon to exercise their power to maintain 
domination of the committee in which all 
fiscal and revenue measures must be pre- 
pared for the consideration of the senate. 

In the reconstruction the coinage ques- 
tion will be the foundation upon which the 
committee will rest. The tari™ question 
will be secondary. Thére is/no disposition 
to obstruct the republicans/in their efforts 
to formulate a tarut bill, beyond a purpose 
to insist that a measure shall be formulat- 
ed on conservative lines, As now consti- 
tuted the Committee is compoged of the fol- 
lowing senators, the names being in the or- 
der of seniority:

How many lawyers, doctors and dentists 
have not complied with the license tax law 
in Georgia? 

To come nearer home, how many of them 
have failed to come to the scratch in At- 
lanta? 

There was a very important change 
made in the law as to professional taxes 
last year. 

The legislature of 1896 did a great many 
odd things and the public was so dazzled 
by the dizzy doings of that redoubtable 
body that some of its most important acts 
have been lost sight of in the rush of bus- 
iness. 

According to the new law, lawyers, doc- 
tors, dentists and other professional men 
from whom special taxes are required, 
must pay the fees and take out licenses in 
advance for thewear to follow. 

They are placed on a par with liquor 
dealers, billiard saloon men and other call- 
ings of that sort, and unless they pay the 
especial tax at the beginning of the year 
they violate the law by collecting fees for 
their professional services during the year 
that follows. 

The law seems to have been directed es- 
pecially against the impecunious fellows 
who earn a precarious living by their wits 
backed up by the semblance of a profes- 


sion. 
THE LAW IN POINT. 

But it operates alike upon the just and 
the unjust. Here is the statute referred to: 

“Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of the same, 
that from and after the passage of this 
act it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons in this state to practice the profes- 
sion of law, medicine, dentistry or any 
other professions upon which a special tax 
is levied by the state, and charge for the 
same without paying sald special tax. 
Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 

tHority’ aforesaid that at. any time after 


the passage of this act, it shall be found 


that a nulla bona has, by the proper Au- 
thority, been entered upon an execution is- 
sued by a tax collector in any county of 
this state against any person or persons 
for said special tax, and that such person 
or persons have thereafter engaged in the 
practice of any or all of said professions 
and charged for. the same, such person or 
persons shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be 
punishable as prescribed in section los of 
the third volume of the code of 1895.“ 
LAW NOT ENFORCED. 

The law is very plain on the question and 
yet there seems to have been no effort on 
the part of any of the tax collectors of the 
state to enforce the law. 

It r that the legislature did not 
intend such a strict and rigid requirement 
of the act as would be necessary to comply 
with the law, but in the margin of the 
printed acts is a note referring to the sec- 
tion.as one requiring license taxes to be 
paid in advance and that is the plain con- 
struction of the law. 

When the tax collectors are reminded of 
their, duties in the premises there will 
doubtless be a great stir up among the pro- 
fessional men who will be compelled to 
scurry around and get up the necessary 
cash to pay their license fees. 


Those who are unable to do so will be left 


in the lurch. 

Attention was directed to the new law 
yesterday in answering a communication 
from Cedartown directed to the comptroller 
general. The tax collector of Polk county 
reported a case where a person had ad- 
vertised money to loan, and when asked 
for the regular $10 fee, he replied that he 
had not succeeded in negotiating any loans 
as yet, and was, therefore, not Hable for 
the tax until after he had begun to oper- 
ate in his line of business, 
~Comptroller Wright wrote to the tax 
collector that the person advertising such 
a business was liable for the tax before he 
began the business, and that the tax was 
collectible in advance. 

According to the zew law in regard. to 
professional license taxes the lawyers, doc- 


tors, dentists and ather professidnal men

Reynolds and Brooks, Confessed Mur- 
derers, Brought Here for 
Safe Keeping. 


MOB VIOLENCE WAS FEARED 


Their Crime One of the Most Heinous 
Ever Committed in the State 
ef Georgia. 


THEY BOTH MAKE CONFESSIONS 


Reynolds Says He Will Lose His Life, 
but Is Going To Try and Save His 
Sould—Bropks Has Hopes—His Part- 
ner in Crime Will Try and Help 
Him Of the Gallows. |

‘Heavily manaéled. and guarded by three 
brave men Grady Reynolds and Bud Brooks. 
were lodged in Fulton county jail yester- 
day afternoon for safe keeping. 

Judge N. L. Hutchins suspected mob 
violence and took this precaution to 
avoid any trouble. The crime for which 
Reynolds and Brooks are held is one of the 
most heinous ever committed in Georgia. 

These two men got together, and with 
deliberation’ carefully concocted a scheme 
to Ture to a secludéd spot, M. C. Hunt, a 
prosperous merchant of Belton, Ga., and 
there to murder him in cold blood for the 
monéy he was supposed to have on his 
person. 

Reynolds tells a graphic story of thé 
crime. He states that he made up the plot 
to kill Hunt and tells how he used decoys 
and made false representations to get him 
into the woods. He describes how the blow 
was struck from behind with a heavy 
rock and how after Hunt had fallen to the 
ground he took the gun out of his hand 
and finished ‘him. 

He then went to the top of the hill 
where Brooks was at work and told him 
that the crime had been committed. Brocks 
was cutting wood and brought his ax 
along with him. 

Together they rifled the pockets of the 
murdered man, and then with the ax split 
Ms head open, and after tying heavy 
rocks to the body, threw it in the creek. 

The money they took off the dead man 
they divided. Reynolds buried his near the 
scene of the crime. Brooks took his off 
with him to South C&rolina. 


Reynolds went back to Belton and took 


charge of the store that belonged to the 
man he had murdered. People in the town 
and county began to make. inquiries. 
They wanted to know where Hunt was. 
Suspicion pointed to Reynolds and he was 
arrested. A few days after he was placed 
in jail he made a complete confession im- 
‘The officers went to 
South Capolina after Brooks, who gave 
up and returned with them. 

Nearly all of the money taken off the 
body of Hunt, amoynting to over $1.000, 
was found. The murderers were unable to 
spend any of it before their arrest. 

REYNOLDS TALKS TODAY. 

Reynolds was seen in the jail this morn- 
ing by a representative of The Evening 
Constitution. He repeated the story of the 
killing, giving every detail. 

“I don't know why I did it. I suppose 
it was the fault of the devil. I had been in 
a bad mood all the time and was feeling 
desperate. Whiie I didn’t need the money 
I just wanted it. Then I had a slight 
grudge against Hunt and sometimes I felt 
as if I ought to kill him. 

“Me and my wife had a falling out and 
separated. This broke me all up. I have 
never been the same man after that. I 
made my first whisky after she left me and 
was put in jail for the first time. 

“I just got 80 I didn’t give a cent for 
anybody. I suppose that I will be hanged, 
but I intend to lead a Christian life until 
the end comes, I have committed a great 
crime and I suppose I must pay for it.” 

At the trial Reynolds will plead guilty. 


to the murder afd wif ask for the mercy 


of the court. He will try and exonerate 
Brooks, saying that he did all of the work 
and that all Brooks did was to accept 
some of the money he had taken off the 
dead man. 

BROOKS HAS HOPE. 

Brooks has hope. Reynolds has none. Al- 
though both are countrymen of the rude 
sort, they still show their friendship for 
each other. Reynolds will try and keep 
his partner in crime off the gallows when 
he knows that he is sure to go. Any other 
man would help send him there, for crime 
likes company. 

Reynolds said this morning that the main 
thing that troubled him was on account of 


his three young children. 1 hate what 1 
have done on their account more than 


anything ¢lst)°People will throw up to 
them that their father was a murderer and 
it makes me feel bad. | 

1 Buppose Bowe good people will take 
care of them. It is not their fault that 1 
am here,” and a tear came into the eye ot 
the man who murdered his fellowman in 
cold blood without a tremble. 

The case will come up in August in Jack- 
son superior court and the men will be 
taken back to the scene of their crime.

Country.

RAILROADS SUFFER GREAT DAMAGE 


Trains Are Delayed and Through Car 


,§ehedules Interfered With—Romans 
Fear. a Flood—The Worst Thought 


Te Be Over—No Fatalities Are Yet 
, Reported. 


A terrific rainstorm swept over Atlanta 
last night. The downpour began shortiy 


before 10 o’clock and continued almost un-. 


ceasingly until 9 o’clock this morning. Dur- 

ing the time it is estimated that the rain- 

fall must have been fully two inches. 
Until the past few weeks it has often 


been remarked what a dry winter the past 


few months have been. That thought Is 
now dispelled and the people are talking 
of the heavy rainfall of recent days. 

When the first rays of light began to 
dawn this morning and the early risers 
pulled themselves out of bed and peered 
on the outside they were greeted 
raging and surging waters everywhere. 
The streets were flooded, water was run- 
ning in little brooklets down the gutvers, 
which were too small to hold the enormity 
of ‘the amount and it had overfliown 
into the streets, rendering them almost im- 
passable. The street car tracks were sub- 
merged in many places and the early 
trains which entered the city had to plow 
their way through mud and water to the 
depth of several inches. 

RAIN WAS GENERAL, 

Reports from over the state and the 
south show that the rain was a general 
one, but there is but little if any damage 
reported from any particular point. 

At Rome the people are beginning to 
wonder if some of the floods of bygone 
years are to be repeated. It is weil known 
to those who are familiar with the topo- 


‘gtapny of the town that it is situated be- 


tween the Etowah and Oostanaula rivers 
where they meet and form the Coosa. A 
rainfall above the average will soon cause 
a flood. by increasing the torrent in both 
riyers. The Oostanaula begins to flow 
swiftly and the waters of the Etowah are 
not given an outlet, consequently they 
back up and submerge the city. This has 
often occurred in the springtime, and the 
people are beginning to fear that it will 
be repeated if the rain which has been 
falling so heayily during the last twenty- 
four hours is not soon over. 
RAILROADS SUFFER. 

An inquiry at the railroad offices shows 
that most of.the trains entering. Atlanta 
are on time, though a few of them are late, 
caused by the heavy rainfall and the 
washing out of a few culverts and bridges. 

Reports from Mississippi show that much 


damage has been done in that state from 


the heavy rains and the operation of trains 
has been carried on with much difficulcy. 

The through car arrangements ‘have 
been much interferred with from the north 
and northwest recently by the heavy 
floods in that section of the country. 

The rainfall around Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville and other points in that section has 
set the Ohio river to booming and much 
damage and delay to the railroads has re- 
sulted therefrom. 

The southern states have suffered several 
times from excessive rainfall, the last time 
being in 1890, when it rained almost con- 
tinuously for six or seven months and the 
railroads were so greatly damaged tNat 
trains were delayed for days at a time, 
and in many instances annulled entirely. 

It is believed, however, that the present 
downpour is neaf an end and that the 
damage will not be so very great.

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SALISBURY’S DECLARATION, 

The declaration ot Lord Salisbury re- 
ferring to the Cretan situation, that the 
English government has the interests’ of 
its people to look after, and has no con- 
cern with “sympathy or religion,” win 
sound cold-hearted to many. 

And yet Lord Salisbury spoke but the 
truth, in the light of history, not only of 
England, but of other nations. There was 
a period in which wars were but the en- 
largement of the private grudges of chiefs. 
These were succeeded by wars, such as in 
the middle Christian ages and during the 
days of Mohammedan growth, when the 
cross and the crescent testified that the 
faith of men was the stake at issue. 

But modern warfare is waged for a dif- 
ferent purpose. Government is but the 
culmination of the business interests of a 
people, in which the agriculturists, who 
are most Hkely to be moved by sympathy 
or religion, are relegated to the rear. 
When Holland desired the trade of Japan 
she did not hesitate to instigate the sup- 
pression of the Christianity which had been 
introduced by a trade rival. When Eng- 
land appropriated India, though her mis- 
_ sionaries carried: Bibles there, her officers 
forced the natives to grow poppies and to 
make opfum. When England opened the 


ports of Chia, it was not to introduce 
religion. which merely came in as a side 


issue, but to widen the market for the 
opium which her Indian slaves had made. 

Thus it has been to the present day. Sus- 
taining Mohammedan ascendency and 
crushing out the Christian instinct of the 
people of southern Europe, Protestant 
England, Catholic France and Greek Rus- 
sia, are equally responsible.

It is awaited with impatient anticipation, 
and ite realization furnishes wonder and 
amazement. 

As I sat in the courtroom this morning 
and heard the evidence in some of the 


mere trifles of cases I could not help being 


amused and a mile flitted across my face 
as the poor witnesses were placed on the 
stand and stood there trembling under the 
vigilant eye and severe questioning of Col- 
onel Joe James, who has acted as Uncle 
Sam’s prosecuting attorney for the last 
four years. 

A case is called and the witnesses are 
summoned to the bar. 

“Hold up your right hand,” commands 
the clerk. 

Up go a half dozen hands rough and 
hard from work and exposure in the coun- 
try. 

You 5 swear that the evidence that 
you will give in this case, where the 
United States is the plaintiff and —— the 
defendant, will be the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth,” says 
the clerk. 

A half a dozen heads bow up and down, 
and the hands which were high in the 
air fall limply to their sides. 

“Kiss the book,“ echoes the clerk. 

The book is the Bible and it 18 passed 
to each witness in turn, who presses it to 
his lips and passes it back. 


The witness is then ready to take the 


stand. 

He goes up cautiously, and stumbling, 
nearly falls before the witness chair is 
reached and the rigid examination is be- 
gun. 

It is enough to scare the wits out of half 
of them, and when it’s all over the one 


who has just been on the stand says to his 


friends on the outside: “I tell you they like 
to got me; I hardly know how I gave in

The recent increase in the tax from 90 
cents to $1.20 per gallon has added to the 
number of illicit distilleries in the moun- 
tains of this section. 

Whisky is as much a necessity to those 
plain mountain people as coffee ia to the 
people of the city. They begin to use it in 
childhood and they do not feel like they 
have passed a day without taking two 
or three drinks of corn juice,"’ bug juice” 
or spirits,“ as they are wont to express it. 

Witnesses in cases in the United States 
court are paid $1.50 per day for their at- 
tendance while here, and are allowed 5 
cents per mile traveled. 

After a witness has testified in a case 
he takes his subpoena to the Glstrict attor- 
ney, who signs it, and then it is taken to 
the clerk of the court, who makes out the 
amount due, and then to the marshal, who 
pays it. 7 | 

It is in the clerk’s office that some amus- 
ing incidents transpire while the many 
witnesses are waiting to have their dis- 
charge executed. The law requires them 
to swear to the statements which they 
make and then sign the statement. Hardly 
ten per cent of those who are summoned 
as witnesses can sign their name, conse- 
quently it has to be signed by the clerk 
and the witness touches the pen while the 
mark is made. 

This morning an old gray-haired codger 
from Ball Ground crowded into the clerk’s 
office while a score of others were waiting 
a turn to have their discharge witnessed.

Contractor Fred Wagener, of Atlanta; 
with a large number of workmen began 
work yesterday morning on the magnifi- 
cent Mbrary building of Emory college. 

For the past few months architects have 
been at work on the plans for this building, 
and it is to be one of the most magnificent 
of its kind in the south. Mr. Patton, of 
Chattanooga, is the architect, and he has 
labored earnestly on the plans. 

The beautiful library building that the 
contractors will turn over to Emory col- 
lege next October will be an appropriate 
edifice to contain the many valuable books 
of this old institution. The library of 
Emory is an extensive one, and will oc- 
cupy a vast amount of space in the new 
building. It is the pride of the institution. 

The need of a bullding in which to keep 
the valuable volumes has long been recog- 
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nized, but to raise a sum large enough to 
erect the right sort of library was no 
small matter. 

The building committee, composed of 
President W. A. Candler and Messrs. Wim- 
dish, Patillo, Pace and General Evans, dis- 
cussed the matter and made arrangements 
to raise the money. They exerted their 
best efforts, and it is greatly due to their 
energy that work has at last been con- 
menced on the building, 

The new library building will be — 
at a cost of about 340, 0% me greater por- 
tion of which was furnished by donations 
from parties interested in the school. 

Wagener and Gorenflo, of Atlanta, have 
the contract for the erection of the library, 
and they will push the work. It is ex- 
pected that it will be ready to recelve the 
books by the first day of October next. 

The building will be one of the prettiest 
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in the south, and will de constructed of 
granite and marble. The foundation to the 
water table will be of solid granite, and 
will be perfectly firm. All the exterior 
work, columns and other ornaments will 
be of Tennessee marble. The granite used 
m the construction comes from Stone 
‘Mour fain: The buhding win de 107 feet 
‘in.Jength and of an average width of & 
feet. 

‘When completed, the building’ will de per- 
fectly white, and will make a pretty 4p- 
pearance surrounded by the dark college 
buildings. 

The college is proud of the movement, 
and all in any way interested in the insti- 
tution feel glad to see the extensive library 
about to be moved into spaclous and ap- 
propriate quarters. The books are at pres- 
ent in the upper story of one of the college 
buildings.

It was while pursuing her usual occupa- 
tion over the washtub, that, to her aston- 
igshment she looked up to find a once fa- 
miliar figure coming up the road. She stop- 
ped rubbing her clothes to begin rubbing 
her eyes, but sure enough there before her 
stood the great galling shame of her life, 
the husband whose unadulterated blood had 
lowered her proud self in such deep humil- 
lation.

„Are you speaking about preachers?’ 
asked Dr. Wordsworth. 

„Jam talking about Christians, not 
preachers,“ was the reply, and Dr. Words- 
worth’s answer was lost in the uproar 
that followed. 

“Any preacher or Christian man ‘who Is 
for high license or any other kind, will 
go to hell before his feet are cold. 

“What Atlanta needs is more Christians. 
If there were enough of them there would 
be’ prohibition. My friends, 
not running a prohibition election.

There has been a mutiny in the Cuareim 
garrison, though the result of it is not yet 
known in Montevideo. 

It is announced by the government au- 
thorities that a battle with the revolu- 
tionists is imminent, and preparations are 
being made to that end. One official train 
has been detained by the rebels, and con- 
siderable fear has arisen throughout Uru- 
guay. As a result, there is an exodus, and 
many families are leaving there. 

Advices from Rio Janeiro state that the 
government has started 10,000 men to Bahia 
and will send three war vessels, four quick- 
firing batteries and several other companies 
of volunteer troops to Bahia against the 
fanatics,

JUDGE HARRIS 
HEARS ARGUMENT 


The Herrington Cotton Failure Up 
for Discussion. 


THE EXCEPTIONS ARE FILED 


. Harris Came Up from Newnan | 


This Morning and the Hearing Is 
Being Conducted in the Office of 
King & Spalding—Case Is One of 
Great Importance and Interest to 
Cotten Brokers and Railroads. 


The famous litigation arising from the 
failure of Herrington & Brog., of Newnan, 
came up at a special hearing this afternoon 
at 1:30-o’clock in the office of King & 


Spalding. ° 
Exceptions to the report of Special Ma 
ter James A. Anderson have been filed by 
Attorneys Hillyér, Alexander &, Lamb- 
din, and these exceptions are now being 
heard by Judge Samps W. Harris, of the 

Coweta circuit. 3 

Herrington & Bros. was one of the largest 
cotton brokerage firm in the state, and it 
will be remembered this firm failed in 
Newnan several years ago. There were a 
number of charges of fraud brought by 
the creditors of the firm and it was charg- 
ed that several thousand bales of cotton 
mysteriously disappeared which was held 
as security by a number of banks with 
which Herrington & Bros. were doing bus- 
iness. N 

The litigatlon has been very tedious and 
a number of hearings have been given. 
The matter was finally referred to Judge 
James A. Anderson, as special master, and 
when he handed down his report he de- 
cided that the Newman Compress Company 
was Hable for che loss of the cotton, which 
amounted to about $25,000. 

Hillyer, Alexander & Lambdin filed ex- 
ceptions to this report, setting up the con- 
tentions that the Newnan Compress Com- 
pany, which was a corporation, was being 
conducted and operated by Herrington & 
Bros., and was operated as an fndividual 
concern; and that the corporation was 
therefore not liable for the acts of Herring- 
ton & Bros. 4 

It was also claimed by thesegattorneys 
that a settlement had been made by the 
banks, which fact would release the com- 
press. from any liability. It is these ex- 
ceptions that are now being argued be- 
fore Judge Harris. Judge Harris reached 
the city this morning from Newnan, and 
the hearing will probably occupy the entire 
afternoon. It is likely that he will reserve 
his decision, as the case is exceedingly 
complicated and has quite a number of 
sepagate features.

Mayhew was terribly frightened and ap- 
pealed to the keepers, with whom he strug- 
gled, not to turn on the current until he 
cried he was ready. 

All during the operation. of fastening 
him down in the chair Mayhew cried out: 
“I am not guilty; I’m dying an innocent 
man; John Waynes and Frank Albertson 
are guilty.” 

These cries he interspersed with “Jesus, 
have mercy on me; oh, Lord God, save 
me. It was a pitiful scene. 

Frank Albertson, whd was accused by 
Mayhew in his dying breath of being im- 
plicated with Waynes in the murder of 
Powell, has never before been mentioned 
in connection with the crime. 

There is not such a man now even known 
by anybody interested in the case. The 


,testimony during the trial showed that 


only two men were concerned in the crime.
